SOVIET DENOUNCES 
APAN FOR EFFORT 
TO SEIZE RAILWAY 


Moscow Government 
Press Bitterly Assails 
Tokyo With Charge of 


Terrorization. 


MOSCOW, Sept. 
Sharp denunciation of Japan’s alleged 
scheme to seize the Chinese Eastern 
railway in north Manchuria was 
voiced in the government-controlled 


press here today. 

In the most scathing tone since the 
beginning of the trouble between 
Soviet Russia and Japan over the 
Soviet-Chinese owned line, the press 
flayed the Japanese and Manchukuo 
officials. The Izvestia (the News) 
charges that Japan intends to ter- 
rorize soviet directors of the railroad 


and seize the line. 

The newspaper declared that full 
responsibility rests with Japan, hold- 
ing that Manchukuo authorities are 
controlled from Tokyo. 

The Pravda (the Truth). concludes 
a bitter editorial with the comment: 

“The soviet union is a powerful 
nation—not only our friends but our 
enemies know this.” 

Negotiations for Manchukuo’s pur- 
chase of the Chinese Eastern railway 
‘are under way in Tokyo. 

ARREST OF RUSSIANS 
REPORTED AT HARBIN 

LONDON, Sept. 24.—(UP)—An 
exchange telegraph dispatch today 
from Harbin reported new arrests of 
Russian-Chinese Eastern railway of- 
ficials following Moscow's recent 
warning to Japan that Russia would 
hold the Japanese responsible for any 
seizure by Manchukuo of the prop- 
erty. ;

Com- 
pletion of the project will give the 
state its second all-paved highway 
from Tennessee to the Florida line.

Lexington highway and for four miles 
in Laurens county on the Macon- 
Dublin highway.

Johnson expects to concentrate upon 
this master retail charter and the re- 
tail drug code, hoping to find a basis 
of agreement for the opponent and 
proponents of the controversial price- 
regulating provisions which they con- 
tain. :

IN PRICES SOUGHT 
BY FISCAL CHIEFS 


Woodin, Black, O’Connor, 
Jones, Douglas and Mor- 
genthau Summoned to 
White House To Help 
President Shape Policy. 


F. D. R. WOULD FREE 
CLOSED BANK CASH 


Chief Executive Hopes 
To Bring Banks Not 
Members of Reserve Sys- 
tem Under Guarantee. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—(/))— 
President Roosevelt and government 
financial leaders mapped out their pro- 
gram for credit expansion tonight in 
a lengthy White House conference 
that centered on release of funds in 
closed banks. 

It was emphasized both by the pres- 
ident and the conferees that “no new 
moves” other than reinforcing the na- 
tion’s credit structure were in con- 
templation. 

This was accepted generally as 
definitely eliminating at this time any 
inflation of the currency. It means 
the goverfiment is going to use every 
power to put into circulation money 
now lying idle in bank tills and funds 
locked up in closed banks. 

Mr. Roosevelt was primarily in- 
terested tonight in coordinating all of 
the government financial agencies to 
assure full suport to agriculture and 
business in his price lifting recovery 


program. : 

William H. Woodim, secretary of 
the treasury, and Henry A. Wallace, 
secretary of agriculture, headed the 
group which met for almost three 
hours with the president. 

The presence of Attorney General 
Cummings together with the heads of 
the Reconstruction Finance corpora- 
tion, the budget, the deposit insur- 
ance corporation and other financial 
agencies led to the definite conclusion 
that Mr. Roosevelt is going to take 
quick action on the closed banks. 

He wants the four or five billion 
dollars now locked up in these ipsti- 
tutions to be made available as soon 
as possible, but just what the presi- 
dent has in mind was carefully with- 
held tonight. 

Mr. Roosevelt is believed to hold 
the opinion that if these billions 
coupled with the others now lying idle 
in the banks can be put to work there 
is no doubt of keeping pace with the 
price raising efforts of the industrial 
and agricultural recovery campaign. 

Leaving the White House, Woodin 
said “everything looks very hopeful.” 

What the administration is particu- 
larly concerned in now is that the 
banks are sure of the support which 
the government is ready to give. 

The law providing for insurance of 
bank deposits becomes effective Jan- 


uary 1, Certain requirements must be 


met by banks which are not members 
of the federal reserve system to be- 
come eligible for this insurance. 

There have been reports that some 
banks in order to obtain this eligibili- 
ty are remaining too liquid and not 
granting much needed credit to in- 
dustry and agriculture. This was gone 
into thoroughly tonight. 

The president wants. the banks to 
do their part. He has the power to 
issue new currency but apparently 
he does not believe it is necessary if 
the banks pump out the credit which 
he thinks is now idle. 

Would Release Cash. 

Mr. Roosevelt has been represent- 
ed as wanting the bankers to push 
out the credit they have and as being 
insistent that the billions now locked

VIENNA, Sept. 24.—(UP)—Hand- 
some young Archduke Otto, at once a 
Hapsburg and a Bourbon, today made 
an open bid for a Hapsburg restora- 
tion in Austria, with himself on the 


throne as “emperor and king.” 

The 20-year-old son of ex-Empress 
Zita delivered his appeal in letters to 
three Austrian towns which, this sum- 
mer, offered honorary citizenship to 
the young archduke. The appeal was 
made with the blessing of the Roman 
Catholic church and the appneval of 
the Austrian government. 

His pronouncement—closely follow- 
ing Chancellor Engelbert Dollfuss’ es- 
tablishment of a semi-fascist control 
over the troubled republic—created a 
sensation. 

The three towns—Hain, Mamau and 
Ragelsdorf-Weidern—assured Otto of 
their allegiance and loyalty to his 
cause, and expressed hope that he 
soon would become sovereign of Aus- 
tria. 

Otto replied in separate letters ad- 
dressed to the three town halls and 
enclosing signed photographs of him- 
self. These were presented to the 
burgemeisters of each town in a pic- 
turesque ceremony at the town hall of 
Hain this morning, in the presence 
of a distinguished company which in- 
cluded numerous monarchist leaders 
and several minor state officials. 

Otto’s letter predicted that the day 
is not far distant when “with God's 
help,” he will be in Austria again 
“leading his homeland with a strong 
hand, happy and sure of a great fu- 
ture.” 

He emphasized the injustice of laws 
which brought abolition of the throne 
and described himself as ‘‘the heir of 
the past.” He interpreted the offers 
of honorary citizenship as a monument 
to his father, the Emperor Charles, 
who died in exile on the island of Ma- 
deira, and as a protest against the 
“revolutionary political iconoclasts 
who. themselves betray the democracy 
they claim to serve.” 

The young archduke, who is now 
in Belgium with his mother, bitterly 
attacked the nazi party as “un-Aus- 
trian, treasonable and criminal.” He 
expressed faith that the present re- 
gime in Austria will remove the “un- 
just laws” directed against the Haps- 
burgs, and he indirectly praised the 
plan for a corporate state as put for- 
ward by Chancellor Engelbert Doll- 
fuss. He assured all Austrians, and 
especially the peasants of the land, 
that if he is restored, he intends to 
remedy the economic situation. 


In his letter to the town of Mamau, 
the exiled archduke declared : 

“You voice a longing for my re- 
turn; the longing for such a home- 
coming fills my heart and makes exile 
doubly hard today when the father- 
land is heroically waging the hardest 
imaginable fight for existence in the 
future against malicious and unscru- 


pulous attacks. 
“As a descendant of the kaisers, 


who repulsed through 650 years so 


many of Austria’s enemies, it is my 
most ardent wish and most holy duty 
to be with my Austrian people in 
this hour of danger; but for unjust 
laws I would be where both desire 
and duty would have me. 

“T am confident that these laws, 
which hishonor and disgrace Austria, 
will be repealed and thus make it 
ultimately possible for me to partici- 
pate energetically in the salvation and 
reconstruction of Austria. 

“Signed: Otto, in exile, September 
12, 1933.” 

Archduke Franz-Joseph Otto has 
been quietly pursuing his education 
at the University of Louvain for the 
ast three years, He will be 21 on 
Yovember 20 and was a small child 
when the upheaval of the World War 
sent his family into exile barely after 
his father had become a ruler. It was 
the assassination of the Archduke 
Ferdinand at Sarajevo which brought 
one to the throne, only to be ban- 
ished. 


Since the death of his father Otto 
and his mother, together with her sev- 
en other children, have wandered 
from country to country. Though 
they had little money and had to de- 
pend upon royal relatives for their 
maintenance, Zita constantly worked 
toward the goal of restoration, in- 
stilling in the heart and mind of her 


which 
would eventually put him on a throne. 
Every inch a prince, Otto is shy 
and serious. He is known for his 
scholarship and in 1931 passed his 
examination at Louvain with an aver- 
age of 99. With his mother he lives 
at Steenockerzelle castle, about six 
miles from the heart of Brussels. He 
drives to the university in a Ford car, 
and avoids all strangers and newspa- 
permen who try to approach him. 
He speaks German, French, Span- 
ish, Italian and English, in addition 
to a flowing Hungarian. His extreme 
handsomeness has, for several years, 
stirred the romantic sympathies of 


many women throughout Europe.

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Noted in Experiments on Radiation

PASADENA, Calif., Sept. 24.—(#) 
Experiments showing pure motion ap- 
parently changing into solid matter— 
indicating that for the first time man 
actually has seen the miracle of crea- 
tion of matter—are described in the 
latest reports of several world-fa- 
mous radiation laboratories. 


Principally they come from the 
California Institute of Technology 
here and from Cambridge, England. 
The young physicists who made the 
discoveries confine their reports to de- 
scribing facts verified by photographs. 
But their co-workers in other labora- 
tories it is the first inkling of 
creation of matter. 


Stated in its simplest terms, the 
story is that fast-flying radium rays 
are converted into electrical particles. 
No motion, or nearly none, is left. 

Each ray is transformed into two 
particles, one of the negatively charged 
electron, the other the positively 
charged, and recently discovered posi- 


tron. These two kinds of electricity, | 


positive and negative, science believes 
compose every kind of solid matter, 
from man to stars. 


The story of how creation of mat- 
ter was found may begin with a re- 
cent report’ of Dr. Kenneth Bain- 
bridge of Bartol Research Foundation 
2 the Franklin Institute, Philadel- 
phia. 


He pointed out that when the metal 
lithium is bombarded with alpha par- 
ticles travelling about 10, miles 
a second, the bombardment yields 
boron plus one neutron. The neutron 
is a recently found particle having no 
electrical charge. The alpha particles 
used were helium nuclei thrown off 
by the chemical element, polonium. 

This boro-neutron product of the 
bombardment, when weighed, proved 
to be heavier than the sum of all 
materials which made it. Specifically 
an original mass-of 11.01416 on the 
atomic scale had become 11.0202. The 
gain in weight was .00604. 

There was nothing to account for 
this increase in weight except that 
the speed of the alpha particles had 
been converted into solid matter. 

“Can this be a case,” Dr. Bain- 
bridge asked when he made the re- 
port, “in which the energy of motion 
of the alpha particle is transformed 
into. mass, a creation of matter from 
energy?” 

These experiments which he analyz- 

were made by tke daughter of 
Mme. Curie and by Joliot in France 
and Chadwick in Englend. For the 
mathematically-minded, the formula 


of this conversion is LI 1 plus alpha 
particle plus 2 E, a mass af 

becomes B 10 plus N 1, having a 
mass of 11.0202.. In this formula LI 
1 stands for the lithiun atom of mass 
seven, E for electron, B 10 for the 
boron atom of mass 10 and N for neu- 


tron. ‘ 

Although this made it evident that 
motion may change into matter, the 
process of conversion was not known. 
The California experiments furnish 
photographs which apparently show 
conversion caught in the act, a con- 
version different from, but akin to, 
the alpha particle speed transforma- 
tion. The pictures are trails in va- 
por made by the positive and nega- 
tive electrical particles. 

They grew out of the discovery of 
the positron, the positive particle as 
small as the electron, by Dr. Carl D. 
Anderson, of California Tech, These 
positive particles appeared to be gen- 
erated by cosmic rays, which are even 
more energetic bullets than are ra-| 
dium rays. ; 

Doing some calculating on this dis-

covery, W. H. Furry-and J. F. Cari- 
son, of the University of California. 
ed that if a_high speed positive 
particle of electr@ity hit the strong 
electric field surrounding the nucleus 
of an atom, two particles, one positive 
and the other negative would pe 
ejected. 
Yet the stricken atom itself would 
remain apparently unchanged. Again 
this was an infimation that motion. 
this time the speed of the positive 
eat had been converted into mat- 


Anderson’s latest discoveries show 
this very thing seemingly happening. 
not from hits made positive par- 
ticles, but from the impacts of the 
gamma rays of thorium C-2. These 
are the same as the immaterial rays 
emitted by radium @nd they travel 
with the speed of light. 

The thorium rays, Anderson’s pic- 
tures show, se@ém to disappear com- 
pletely and in their places appear 
pairs of electrical particles, one posi- 
tive and the other negative. 

In the same way similar pair::! 
particles have been obsérvd at Cam 
bridge by Blackett and Occhialini.

AVERAGE BREAD PRC 
SHOWS GAN IN U.S 


Atlanta F igure Advance 2.3 
Cents From Feb. 15 to 
Aug. 29. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—The 
average price of white bread per 
pound loaf advanced 2.3 cents in At- 
lanta from February 15 to August 
29, according to figures compiled by 
Dr. Fred C. Howe, consumers coun- 
sel of the agricultural adjustment ad- 
ministration, following a survey of 
the bread situation in 49 representa- 
tive cities throughout the country, On 
February 15 a pound loaf of white 
bread could be bought in Atlanta for 
6.3 cents, while on August the 
price has risen to 8.6 cents. 

In Savannah, the increase was 2.2 
cents, with bread selling for 6.8 cents 
the middle of February and 9 cents 
the latter part of August. 

Although Dr. Howe has requested 
the American Bankers’ Association for 
an explanation for the “wide dis- 
parity in price in various sections of 
the nation,” he explained that up 
to the present time he has received 
no complete answer to his complaints. 
He lamented the fact that while lead- 
ers in other food industries have been 
working for years to establish qual- 
ity standards for milk, butter, meats, 
and canned goods, nothing in this line 
had yet been done by the baking in- 
dustry. 

Continuing he said: 

“Some states and cities now have 
laws governing weights, requiring 
bread to be sold only in multiples of 
a half-pound. These laws seem to be 
working out satisfactorily. Instead of 
waiting to pass laws on weights the 
bakers might well show their good will 
toward the public by including rules 
in marketing agreements.” 

The avernge retail bread price in 


49 cities was 7.6 cents for a pound 
loaf on August 29, unchanged from 
August 15. Dr. Howe said. Possible 
lowering of quality, it was intimated, 
may have produced an actual increase 
in price from the standpoint of qual- 
ity. however.

NEW YORK, Sept. 24.—(@)— 
Samuel Untermyer, prominent lawyer 
and economic advisor to the city ad- 
ministration, criticized sharply today 


the stock exchange’s proposed move 
to New Jersey at a time when the 
world’s “richest city” is in “pawn to 
the bankers.” 

Untermyer defended levies on stock 
transfers and brokers’ incomes, pro- 
testing which exchange members de- 
cided on the move across the river. 
He said the taxes affected “gamblers 
and room-traders,”’ who are unwilling 
to “aid the city” in supporting unem- 
ployed. 

“These speculators and their opera- 
tions,” he said, “may be necessary 
to a balanced market, as is claimed 


for them as a reason for not out- 
lawing their business as pure gam- 
bling, but, if so, they are a necessary 
evil. 

“The threat of the stock exchange 
to move ont of this state, which it 
is apparently about to carry into ef- 
fect, if the law becomes effective tax- 
ing the gross incomes of the business 
of its members for the brief period of 
five months as a contribution toward 
furnishing food and shelter to the 
suffering and unemployed, presehts 
to the entire country a new and grave 
problem and object-lesson in insub- 
ordination, evasion, and defiance of 
lawful authority. 

“In my opinion, it would be a most 
unfortunate step for the exchange and 


its members. The punishment it pro- 
poses ‘to inflict upon the city, by 
way of warning and example to con 
gress and other law-making bodies 
that may be tempted to curb its amaz- 
ing autocratic powers, for the temeri- 


ty of the city in having dared to, 


lay its vulgar hands upon the reve- 
nues of that sacred institution in en- 
acting these laws, may react in ways 
that it does not contemplate. 

“It sets a dangerous precedent ‘in 
these days of unrest, the effect of 
which will not be lost on the suf- 
fering masses. It may have repercus- 
sions in directions of which it does 
not dream and is certain to hasten 
the day of federal regulation, when 
the government will have something 
to say about such acts.”

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AID FOR BONDHOLDERS. 


With 500,000 citizens of the 
United States holding $7,000,000,- 
000 of foreign securities, on which 
there are annually approximately 
$100,000,000 of defaults, plans are 
under way to organize a protec- 
tive agency qualified to represent 
these American investors in any 
negotiations with the debtor coun- 
tries to bring about the resumption 
of payments or to arrange neces- 
sary compromises, 

Of the $7,000,000,000 in for- 
eign securities held in this country, 
a billion and a half is already in 
default, and the situation is grow- 
ing steadily worse as the default of 
interest payments is not only de- 
priving the bondholders of any reve- 
nue from their investments but is 
steadily depressing the market value 
of their securities. 

No adequate legal machinery ex- 
ists in international law to force 
the payment of these foreign securi- 
ties. The methods of procedure 
are indefinite and practice and 
precedent are yet to be established. 

In view of this situation, only 
through united action can the hold- 
ers of these securities hope to get 
the maximum amount possible out 
of investments which are now, in 
many instances, practically worth- 
less. 
Great Britain and other Euro- 
pean countries, large investors in 
foreign securities long before they 
were traded in to any great extent 
in the United States, years ago real- 
ized the necessity of joint action 
on the part of bondholders. The 
British Council of Foreign Bond- 
holders, organized in 1868, is gov- 
erned by a council of 21 mem- 
bers, of whom six are nominated 
by the British Bankers’ Association 
and six by the London Chamber of 
Commerce, with nine members 
nominated by the other 12. It has 
been such an indispensable guard- 
ian of public interest in protect- 
ing the British position throughout 
the financial world that it now 
holds the confidence both of the 
investing public and the issuing 
houses of Great Britain. 

The securities act passed by the 
Jast congress sets up a similar plan 
for the United States, except for 
the fact that the board is to con- 
sist of only six members. Pending 
the working out of the national re- 
covery program, the administration 
has not set up this board and one 
of the chief designs of the proposed 
bondholders’ organization is to pave 
the way for the creation of this 
governmental agency at the éar- 
liest possible time. 

The National Federation of For- 
eign Trade Association is co-oper- 
ating actively in the movement in 
the belief that the settlement of the 
defaulted securities problem will go 
far towards increasing commerce 
between the United States and 
other nations, especially those in 
Latin America. The correctness of 
this position is argued by the im- 
proved trade with Brazil following 
the removal of the deadweight of 
blocked foreign balances by the 
agreement reached some months 
ago under which these balances are 
te be paid over a period of years. 


These so-called “blocked bal- 
ances’ are American funds in Bra- 
zilian banks in the currency of-that 
country and which, under emer- 
gency rulings issued by the gov- 
ernment, could not be transferred 
out of the country. While they are 
dissimilar to the defaulted bonds, in 
the last analysis the result is the 
same—that Americans cannot get 
their investments or profits out of 
the foreign nations involved. Hence 
the belief that the settlement of the 
defaulted securities situation would 
have the same beneficial effect as 
resulted from the blocked balances 
agreement. 

Much of the acute distress in the 
United States came from the col- 


lapse in the value of the $7,000,- 


000,000 of foreign securities held 


by American investors and their 
failure to receive the returns from 
these investments that they had ex- 
pected. 

The solution of this problem will 
go far towards speeding the Ameri- 
can recovery program and un- 
doubtedly the proposed organiza- 
tion of bondholders would be help- 
ful.

TAMMANY ON THE SPOT. 


The recent primary election in 
New York city emphasizes the criti- 
cal situation in which Tammany 
finds itself as the result of internal 
friction and strengthened opposi- 
tion, 

In a total vote ef approximately 
400,000, independent candidates 
from within. democratic ranks 
amassed a protest vote of 125,000. 
Mayor O’Brien was safely renomi- 
nated, but in other contests there 
were sharp and Significant upsets, 
‘the Tammany candidate for comp- 
troller being defeated by a former 
deputy in the office who had been 
displaced, and several of the district 
leaders backed by the Tammany 
board of control losing their posi- 
tions. 


The naming of these new leaders 
may spell defeat for Tammany 
Leader Curry. With none too 
strong a margin of support in the 
ranks of the organization, several 
district leaders who formerly were 
for him have flopped since the pri- 
mary and others are said to be 
wavering. 


Chiefly behind the attack on 
Curry lies his split with President 
Roosevelt. A strong sentiment has 
grown up in Tammany for the se- 
lection of a leader who would again 
unite the New York democratic or- 
ganization with the state and na- 
tional organizations, and it will not 
be surprising to see Curry step out, 
or be forced out, before long. 


In addition to accentuating the 
dissension in its own ranks, the re- 
Sult of the primary has added zest 
to the campaign for mayor being 
conducted by former Representative 
LaGuardia with the backing of a 
Strong fusion organization. 


What with the malodorous Walker 
adgiinistration, the present bankrupt 
condition of the municipal govern- 
ment, the split in its own ranks and 
the campaigning ability of the Op- 
position it will face in the approach- 
ing mayoralty election, Tammany 
undoubtedly faces its most serious 
threat of defeat in many years,

FASCISM’S COST TO GERMANY. 


Premier Goring, of Prussia. is 
happy because Germany has cast out 
of its government the “pacifists and 
parliamentarians” and replaced them 
with ‘‘men of action.” 


The optimism of this doughty 
nazi is hardly in line with the facts 
Surrounding Germany’s condition 
now and before the Hitler govern- 
ment took charge. 


Under the previous governments 
Germany steadily advanced in the 
good graces of the world, to the ex- 
tent that the payment of repara- 
tions had become practically a dead 
issue. Now Germany is ringed 
around with antagonistic nations, 
even Austria, her former closest 
ally, being aligned against her. 


Furthermore, points out the Balti- 
more Sun, “Handsome Adolph’s fel- 
low fascist, Mussolini, now sides 
against him and looks with suspi- 
cion on his intentions.”” The Sun 
Sizes the present situation up with 
the comment that “Germany, which 
had, during the control of the ‘paci- 
fists and parliamentarians,’ shat- 
tered the alleged iron ring around 
her borders, has, under Hitler, Gor- 
ing and Gobbels, forged even stouter 
chains of resistance.” 


At the time Hitler came into 
power the world had gradually come 
to the realization that the rehabili- 
tation of Germany -was necessary 
for the welfare of other nations, and 
there was a universal inclination to 
extend every possible aid to her. 
This desire has disappeared before 
the.excesses of the nazi regime, and 
Germany now faces a renewed an- 
tagonism, instead of the friendly at- 
titude which had developed. 


In view of this change, and the 
fact that the glowing promises of 
economic and social reforms have 
not, in a Single instance, been made 
good, it is not surprising that Hit- 
ler’s stranglehold on the country is 
weakening. 


The great mass of the conserva- 
tive German people have _ not 
joined in the hysteria which greeted 
the assumption of power by the nazi 
regime. Rather they have remained 
aloof, awaiting a time when Hitler 
Should bring about his own down- 
fall. 


These are definite indications 
now that their hopes may not be 
in vain, for, while the nazi fanfare 
is still going lustily on, the cost that 
Germany has paid for the fascism 
try-out, and the lack of material 
betterment of conditions in the 
country, can bring but one result— 
the discrediting of Hitler’s leader- 
Ship and this ultimate loss of con- 
trol.

Marley on 


Japan. 

Lord Marley, the former’ British 
labor minister and now vice president 
of the house of lords, who has been 
‘active in anti-war work, had a dis- 
agreeable experience in Japan. Upon 
arrival there he was met at the ship 
by a host of policemen, who escorted 
him to his hotel and then subjected 
him to four hours’ questioning. He 
was refused communication with the 
British ambassador and even with 
tthe British consul, we learn from 
Reuter dispatches, The government 
showed the greatest nervousness, Mar- 
ley told newspaper correspondents 
later. 

Knowing Lord Marley quite well, if 
only for having traveled on shipboard 
in the same cabin with him for eight 
stormy days, it is difficult for me to 
see how the powerful Japanese gov- 
ernment could be so nervons about 
him. He is gentleness personified. It 
is true that Marley is a determined 
opponent of war and makes no bones 
about his beliefs that war is a sense- 
less, scandalous and ruinous business. 
Not all Japanese agree with this. 
War can also be profitable. Wspecial- 
ly when your opponent is too weak to 
stand up. Incidentally the police con- 
fiscated some of Marley’s property—a 
volume by a man named Voltaire. 
They probably hadn’t heard of that 
man in Japan, or else took him for a 
communist. Voltaire I mean. Po- 
licemen sometimes are that way. 

Speaking on conditions in Jaton 
to Reuter’s Lord Marley declared that 
a state of extreme tension was prevail- 
ing between two currents of thought. 
The war party was in favor of an 
immediate war. The other, the anti- 
war party, had the support of the 
liberals and of labor. He considered 
that anti-war sentiment was much 
stronger than was generally believed 
abroad, hence the panicky situation 
and the government’s uncertain posi- 
oy which was ripe for an early con- 

ict. 


He said that British and Ameri- 
cans were now regarded in Japan as 
enemy aliens. The war party had 
enormous ambitions. It was deter- 
mined first to crush China, then Rus- 
sia, and then the United States. He 
thought the Anglo-Japanese situation 
was equally critical If that is 
Japan’s real ambition, or at least of 
a powerful party in the state, and 
Lord Marley is not the only one to 
have observed these things, it must be 
a case with Japan of “whom the goils 
want to destroy, they first make 
mad.” A nation like Japan, which is 
toeing the breadline, may seek escape 
in a foreign war. But it is a meas- 
ure of desperation, which is not defi- 
nitely guaranteed to lead to success. 


French President 


Bumped. 


The president of France, M. Le- 
brun, was walking down the street of 
a country town the other Sunday, 
deeply immersed in thought, when a 
butcher boy bumped into him with 
his bicycle and knocked him over. The 
boy was promptly arrested and an 
inquiry was opened. M. Lebrun, how- 
ever, intervened, saying that it had 
been his own fault, and sent the boy 
a five hundred franc note. He coupled 
the note with a letter in which he 
apologized for any inconvenience 
caused. 

“Could it have happened in any 
other country?” asks an English pa: 
per. Possibly not, but it wouldn’t do 
any harm if it did happen. A little 
of that spirit of sweet reasonableness 
in high places would go far to solve 
some of the world’s problems. The 
practice of bumping presidents, and 
such people, calls for a certain mode- 
ration of course, but if it is going to 
produce such happy results, the 
sooner a clout on the cranium is ad- 
ministered to some high persons the 
better. “Just a gentle tap on the 
right spot and we might hear of Herr 
Hittler,” remarks the Manchester 
Guardian, “his face wreathed in

WHAT EXAMINATION DO YOU 
EXPECT FOR TEN BERRIES? 
It has been my experience, writes 

a reader, and I have taken a good 

many examinations, that the majority 

of physicians go about this in a most 
perfunctory manner—listen to the 
heart and lungs, watch your chest as 
you inhale and exhale, jab you in the 
stomach a few times, tap your knee- 
caps, and make a cursory test of the 
urine. One doctor did ask me to re- 
move my shoes and stockings so he 
could look at my feet; but -I never 
knew why. What things should a lay- 
man insist on when he applies to a 
physician for physical examination 
or health examination? If we had this 
information we could wake up some 
of these birds who think nothing of 
charging ten berries: for such casual

In my judgment the routine once- 
over laconically described by the cor- 
respondent is a good. general working 
plan. Then having given the cus- 
tomer his ten dollars’ worth, if the 
customer desires to go through a com- 
plete health test and is willing to pay 
for the service, the physician may 
proceed to put him through his paces 
and make careful measurements of 
his functional condition.

Mills asid Ford officials told him 
this plan was employed for a time in 
the cases of workers who were deep- 
ly in debt.

The third class of complaints came 
from Ford workers who charged that 
they were being overworked by a 
speeding up of production. 

There have been no complaints, 
Mills said, that the Ford company is 
not living up to the work and wage 
sections of the NRA automotive code 
which provides for a 35-hour week 
and a minimum of 43 cents gn hour 
pay. The Ford company late last 
week rearranged its schedules and is 
now operating on a 32-hour week. 
The minimum pay, it has been stated 
by the company, is 50 cents an hour. 
It was indicated that eventually the 
work schedules will be arranged so 
that no employe will average more 
than 35 hours a week; For some 


etime previous the Ford company had 


been on a 40-hour week. 

Ford officials today still had no 
comment to make on the complaints 
reported by Mills.

“The subcommittee of the city dem- 
ocratic executive committee hearing 
the contest of Mr. Warren Leak has 
instructed me to acknowledge receipt 
of your recommendations as presented 
by the committee. That we fully ap- 
preciate the motive and efforts of 
your honorable body and know that 
such activities were prompted solely 
in trying to aid our committee in as- 
certaining the truth in the matter, 
however, . we respectfully wish to 
bring to you the following facts, which 
we were forced to consider in our 
verdict : 

“First, Section 6 of the act of the 
general assembly of 1933, page 227. 
the act upon which this committee 
was mandamused and the supreme 
court of Georgia held constitutional, 
states as follows: ‘The returns of the 
managers, with the tally sheets, list 
of voters and ballots, together with 
all papers connected with said elec- 
tion, shall be filed in the office of the 
clerk «of ‘the municipality in which 
said election is held, within four days 
after the final declaration of the re- 
sult thereof, one of the lists of the 
voters and one of the registration lists 
with names of those checked or mark- 
ed as voters shall be exhibited by said 
clerk to any one desiring to inspect 
same, but the other documents depos- 
ited as aforesaid shall be kept un- 
opened and under seal until the next 


grand jury one registration list, one 
list of voters, and the checked regis- 
tration, list above mentioned shall be 
exhibited: and if no action is taken 
thereon by the grand jury and no 
contest has been filed within the time 
prescribed by the authorities of said 
party, then all of said election papers 
shall be destroyed. 

“With the filing of the contest of 
Mr. Warren Leak, the secretary of our 
committee turned the boxes and all 
papers connected with the election 
over to J. W. Simmons, clerk of the 
superior court for safekeeping in his 
vaults subject to the call of our com- 
mittee, upon the hearing of the con- 
test and the final declaration of the 
resalts thereof. However, in contra- 
vention to the said above act the 
boxes of the second ward were turned 
over to your honorable body and it 
appears from your recommendations 
that the seals of the sworn managers 
were broken and the boxes opened 
before this committee had the oppor- 
tunity to carry out the law as set 
forth in said above act. Therefore, 
this committee felt that they could 
not go into the boxes after the seals 
of the sworn managers had been 
broken and that such information 
that might have been obtained from 
the boxes after the seals were broken 
could not be used as competent evi- 
dence in the contest, unless the mem- 
bers of the grand jury could have 
appeared before the committee under

* “Began : We further wish to call 
your attention to the rules of our 
committee, a copy of which is at- 
tached hereto and which rules are 
made the law by Section 1 of the said 
above act of the general assembly, 
whiclr rules govern the action of this 
committee and which we must follow, 
it will be apparent to your honorable 
body that under our rules no member 
of the committee or the committee it-

It was Engel who bought Joe Cron- 
in after Pittsburgh had discarded him 
and when he (Cronin) was batting 
only .220 in a minor league. He not 
only signed Joe up, but dressed him 
up in a brand-new suit of clothes 
and took him around on a scouting 
tour. ‘To all queries, including one 
from Griffith, as to why he had gone 
so strong for a shortstop who was 
hitting only .220, Joe replied: 

“T just liked him, that’s all.” And 
Griffith, who trusts Engel’s judgment 
on players implicitly, let it go at that.

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 24.—(4) 
The cotton market was feverishly ac- 
tive and nervous the past week, The 
dominating influence was the efforts 
of southern cotton interests backed

As prospects brightened toward the 
end of the week prices rallied 25 
points on Friday and when the agree- 
ment was finally reached prices ral- 
lied 60 points at the start on Satur- 
day. Although some of this latest 
gain was lost on profit-taking the 
week closed with a net advance com- 
pared with last Saturday of 40 points 
or $2 a bale. 

There has been considerably activ- 
ity in spot cotton during the week 
with heavy daily sales fully reaching 
the totals of the corresponding week 
last season when the trading was 
large. There was a good inquiry both 
from domestic spinners and exporters 
as well as from large traders for in- 
vestment purposes in anticipation of 
higher prices. 

The weather was favorable for mar- 
keting the crop and the movement to 
market during the week has been 
heavy. Exports have also been lib- 
eral and the clearances for the sea- 
son crossed the million bale mark 
during the week, showing a gain of 
about 115,000 bales over last season 
and of fully 500,000 bales over sea- 
son before last for the corresponding 
period.

Steel Slump Halted By 
Prospect of Action To 
Stimulate Purchases of 
Rails.

NEW YORK, Sept. 24.—@)—The 
nation’s business moved forward on 
an even keel through the mists sur- 
rounding the inflation controversy last 
week. 

The slump in steel production was 
checked by last-minute orders for de- 
livery against expiring contracts, au- 
tomoL.le production receded a little, 
business expanded in cotton textiles, 
and the volume of retail trade was 
maintained at levels well above a year 
ago, despite the marked bulge of Sep- 
temper, 1932. 

The cloudy area on the business 
horizon was still the producers’ goods 
industries. The steel industry, how- 


ever, was encouraged by the prospect 
of early action to stimulate heavy 
purchases of rails, by making govern- 
ment credit available to the railroads. 
This, together with ‘a moderate rise 
in steel prices resulting from the high- 
er costs of operation under the NRA, 
was expected to bring enough new bus- 
iness to sustain the industry well 
into the winter. 
Dun & Bradstreet said the week's 
reports confirmed the strong resump- 
tion of consumer buying. . Substan- 
tial gains in retail trade were shown 
in Pacific coast and some of the mid- 
die western states, reports to this 
agency indicated, although there was 
some slight recession in the east.

Culbertson 
on Contract 


Defending Against a 
Squeeze. 


BY ELY CULBERTSON. 
World’s Champion Player and 
Greatest rd Analyst. 


“I hoped you'd lead a low diamond 
to the second trick. I could see the 
squeeze coming the moment the Dum- 
my went down, and I was afraid you 
were going to put me on the spot, 
remarked one Bridge player to an- 
other the other day at Crockford’s 
Club, New York, when he and his 
partner had engaged in the unprof- 
itable pastime of unsuccessfully de- 
fending against a vulnerable Small 
Slam bid. : 
The remark had this much_ basis: 
After the Opening trick was held by 
the diamond King, West, as a mat- 
ter of good play, holding five of the 
suit, should have continued with a 
low card rather than the Queen, but 
back of it was the mistake made by 
Kast on the first play. Taking his 
statement at its face value, that he 
saw a squeeze coming from the mo- 
ment the Dummy was spread on the 
table, then he, regardless of what his 
artner might or might not do, could 
coe successfully defended against it 
by the simplest of all expedients— 
namely, winning the first trick and at 
once returning the suit. This simple 
play would have permitted him abso- 
lute freedom in discarding, since he 
would have had only one suit to de- 
fend. His partner might well have 
been charged with the responsibility 
of defending against the Declarer mak- 
ing any tricks in the diamond suit, 
as well as holding two spades, and if 
the partnership responsibility had 
been divided in this fashion, then thé 
hand could have been defeated.

about as much strength as it shows. 
It would, of course, have been very 
unfortunate for the North and South 
partnership if North’s strength had 
happened to be in diamonds rather 
than clubs, but the shortage in dia- 
monds in the Declarer’s hand proved 
to be no duplication. 

As I said, West opened the dia- 
mond King. A low diamond was 
played from Dummy, East played the 
nine, and South, of course, dropped 
the singleton. Here, as I have al- 
ready pointed out, East made his de- 
fensive error. The principle of 
sound defense is not only to make 
few mistakes yourself, but to so guide 
your. partner's feet that he may not 
err. East and West are defending 
a contract of six. The first purpose 
is to defeat that contract. Therefore 
East should zo up with the Ace of 
diamonds, and, if South has a dia- 
mond at all and he holds the trick, 
return the suit. When he failed to 
do this, South played the hand with 
faultless precision to squeeze out the 
twelve” remaining tricks. After ruf 
fing the Queen of diamonds, which 
West led to the second trick, the De 
elarer took five rounds of hearts and 
three rounds of clubs, winding up in 
the Dummy, and East found himself 
hopelessly squ The Knave of 
diamonds in the Dummy forced him 
to retain the Ace, so he was com- 
pelled to give up one of his guards 
to the spade Queen. West at no 
time had protection im the spade suit 
and in consequence the Declarer won 
three spades, three clubs and six 
heart tricks‘ to fulfill his contract.
